A'Hlondyke “Olean-Up.” ’ 

In the Ontury John Sidney Webb 
describes “The River Trip to the KIo® 
dike.” In telling of his visit to tho El 
Dorado mines, the author says; The 
sluioo-bo.xes are made of hiMinls, »*a- 
cliUio or ship sawed, and roughiiy nailed 
up Into-troughs or Ixixes, and fitted to¬ 
gether tike stovepipes. Gleats-aro nail- 
e dlnto the last boxes, called '“rllfies,” 
or, In some Instances, shallow aogt?r- 
holes are bored Into the botlam boards. 
The boxes are then set up S« Hue ou a 
gentle slope, and the pay dirt Is shovel¬ 
ed In at the top, and a stream of water, 
controlled by a dam, sluhies over the 
dirt and gold. Tho weight of gold Is so 
groat that It falls, and the dirt and use 
less gravel washes off, the gold being 
caught upon the cleats, or in the holes 
scattered about. la the last boxes 
quicksilver is put in to catch the very 
fine gold. When the gold is taken from 
the boxes It Is called a ‘V'leau-up.” On 
the day I was there (Aug. 17), at No. 
30 El Dorado twenty thousand dollars 
was “cleaned up” In twenty-four hours, 
with only one man shoveling In the 
dirt. Such wonderful results may 
mean, however, mouths of expensive 
work; but “when It comes. It comes 
quick,” as the saying Is among the min¬ 
ers.
